George Earle, who moved to the Hobart area in 1845, put a saw mill and a grist mill into operation in 1846 in the area which \ 
was later named Hobart in honor of a brother, Frederick Hobart Earle. He put the grist mill on the banks of Deep River which was 
damned for water power. This created the mill pond known as Lake George. 

Townships for Lake County were created in 1849 by order of the Lake County Commissioners. The township in the northeast 
corner of the county took its name from the growing town of Hobart; thus Hobart Township. A legislative act in March, 1855, 
established each civil township as the school township and the civil trustees were constituted as school trustees. Incorporated towns 
and cities were authorized to establish public, graded schools. 

On November 13, 1913, the Trustees of the town of Hobart adopted a resolution which provided for the organization of an 
appointed school board. In 1914, ownership of the school property was transferred from the township to the School Town of Hobart. 


"The Old Hobart Mill," built in 
1845 by George Earle, was destroyed by 
fire in 1953.

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The first school in Hobart or Hobart Township was built in 1845 on Center Street just off Third Street, near the center of the 
village. The small frame house was built of oak that had been cut at George Earle's saw mill. Legend has it that an oak tree stood 
on the lot where the school was to be built. After the tree was cut at the saw mill, it provided all the wood needed to build the 
school. The first teacher at this little frame school house was Miss Fannie Van Houten. 

By 1850, the Federal Census showed the population of Hobart Township to be 240 people from 48 families. From those 
families there were 26 children attending the school. 

At the time when this building was used as a school house, the course of study consisted of Arithmetic, Reading, Geography, 
Spelling and Writing. Pupils traveled as much as two or three miles on foot to attend the sessions. 

The school term was divided into two parts, the summer and winter terms. During the summer the scholars were mostly young 
children, because the older ones were needed at home to aid in the farming. During the winter term, however, the pupils were more 
numerous, and the teaching was usually in the hands of a man. The school work was well presented and the pupils learned much 
because their attitude was one of close attention and desire to learn. 

By 1877, the Hobart school had moved four different 
times. The first was built on Center Street. Then school was 
held on East Street, Third Street, and Main Street. Hobart was 
growing rapidly and under the direction of Township Trustee, 

M. J. Cook, a new brick school was built in 1877 on Fourth 
Street across from East Street. This $10,000 building, which 
contained four rooms, was a two story square structure with a 
basement. The school was built under some protest from the 
public that the building was too large and costly. In 1886, 
during the administration of Township Trustee James Reper, 

Jr., Superintendent A. J. Smith established the first high school. 

The first graduate, and the only graduate in 1889, was Carrie 
Banks. 

By 1913, the consolidated high school was completed. 

There were no county schools remaining and all students within 
seventeen square miles were transported to the centralized 
school. There were 450 students being served by sixteen 
teachers and a superintendent. The curriculum had developed 
far beyond the requirements of the State Board of Education.

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According to historians, Liverpool Road was once called 
the Michigan Trail. This route extended from Michigan south 
along Lake Michigan through Lake Station and New Chicago 
to Merrillville, where tribes once converged for annual 
festivities. Ridge Road was another trail often used by both the 
Indians and the settlers who wished to avoid the marsh south of 
the Ridge. Many covered wagons carrying pioneers heading 
west traveled this route. 

The trails met at a spot which was chosen as the first 
settlement in the area. In 1832, there was a trading post on the 
southeast corner of Liverpool and Ridge Road. This was the 
site of the home of the first white settlers, the Samuel Sigler 
family, who migrated here from Virginia around 1837. There 
are locust seedlings still to be found which grew from locust 
trees brought here from Virginia. Locust, according to pioneer 
tradition, were favored trees, never known to be struck by 
lighting. Southwest of the crossroads, some apple trees are 
standing which, according to legend, grew from seeds planted 
by Johnnie Appleseed, who passed this way in the summer of 
1840. 

In the summer of 1958, some apple trees were cut on the 
former Parker farm, now the site of Ridge View School, to 
make a ball park for the cub scouts. According to historians, 
these trees were believed to be the ones planted by the famous 
naturalist-traveler. An apple tree, which is thought to be a 
descendent of the ones that fell in 1958, still stands north of the 
ball diamond. 

Samuel Sigler's daughter, Melvina, and her husband, 
Joseph Mundell, came with Sigler. The Mundells settled east 
of the Siglers on Ridge Road at a place near Wisconsin Street. 
Mr. Mundell was a wheelwright, making wheels for wagons 
and mills. Mundell Field, the site of the former Mundell 
School, is named for the Mundell family.

First school buses serving children in Indiana 1915 


In 1897, Trustee N. P. Banks was instrumental in having a plan of transportation for public school children put into operation. 
This was the first practical trail in Indiana. Earlier, Banks had been responsible for the development of the first free rural mail 
delivery route in the west. This route ran from Hobart eleven miles north to the shores of Lake Michigan on the first gravel road in 
Lake County. It was along this road that the first bus traveled to carry the children to school. The experiment was such a success 
that before long the plan was put into effect in nearly every county in Indiana. By 1904, students from outlying districts were being 
transported to the high school and transportation was provided to elementary schools for students who lived in districts too small to 
have a school. There were five buses traveling the roads out of Hobart by 1915.

Early curriculum included work in primary, grammar, and high school. Required work included English, Latin or German, 
mathematics, history and science. 

In 1890, the high school was increased to three years and the curriculum was beginning to increase and develop. The number 
of high school students increased rapidly, and in 1896 the high school program was increased to four years. In 1896, the school was 
inspected by the State Board of Education and commissioned. This permitted any graduate to enter any state university without 
examination. The first school in Lake County to fly "Old Glory," the American flag, over the school house was Hobart School. The 
flag raising was accompanied by a patriotic ceremony in the spring of 1887. 

By 1913, there was no longer a country school remaining and all of the students within a territory of seventeen square miles 
were transported to the centralized school.

Founded in 1925, 
the history of the Hobart 
High School Band is a 
long and distinguished 
one. The earliest Hobart 
High School annual, for 
1908, includes a music 
teacher who taught music 
history, music theory, and 


choral groups. The 1911 annual shows the first evidence of 
instrumental music at the high school: a three piece 
instrumental ensemble of piano, drums, and violin. In 1915, 
an orchestra was organized. By 1924, there was a 17 piece 
orchestra and a pep band; but until 1925, music teachers were 
primarily engaged in teaching songs in the elementary grades 
and with choral groups at the junior and senior high school 
levels. 



In 1925 Hobart hired a young man named William D. 
Revelli (upper right hand corner, lower photo) as supervisor 
of music for the schools. In 1929, Revelli’s musicians won 
first place in the state competition. 

In 1930, Hobart again received first place in regional 
and Indiana contests and entered the 1930 National School 
Band Contest in Flint, Michigan. Five years after their 
formation, Hobart won the Class B championship, bringing 
home the first national band championship ever won by an 
Indiana high school. Hobart won its second national 
championship the next year in Tulsa, OK. 

No national contest was held in 1932. Hobart again 
won a first in 1933 and 1934.
